OUR FIRST STAMPS 


The first issue of United 
postage stamps consisted of 
two denominations, the 
used on half-ounce letters 
300 miles or less, and the 
for letters going a 
ceeding 300 miles. 

The 5-cent stamp bore the por- 
trait of Benjamin Franklin, our 
first postmaster; the 10-cent stamp 
bore the portrait of Washington, 
and were first issued in 19387, al- 
though a few postmasters had is- 
sued stamps at their own expense 
for about two years previously. 
The very first adhesive postage 
stamps to be issued by any gov- 
ernment were introduced in Eng- 
land in 1840, the example being 
quickly followed by other nations. 

The first issue of postage stamps 
in 1887 would seem very insig- 
nificant in volume compured with 
the tremendouus output of the 
present, which is estimated to be 
not less than 18 billion a year, re- 
quiring 1,000 tons of paper, 575 
tons of gum and 500 tons of ink, 
Placed end to end this one year’s 
supply would reach around the 
earth at the equator ten times.

Last week T explained fully how 
& farmer might have early plants 
Without any expense I told you 
how to prepare your boxes or pa 


per bags and how to plant the 
seed, Since that time T have had 
Several inquiries as to how we 


might wet the seed to sprout quick 


ly, IT shall undertake to pive you 
a practical, Common sense plin 
which will not cost you a dime 


Secure a piece of discarded tin as | 
large a8 possible, Dig a hole | 
about eight inches deep and just 
& little smaller than your piece of 
tin Place your paper bags or 
boxes on boards and put them in 
the bottom of this hole, Sprinkle 
water over the bags to make sure 
that there is plenty of moisture 
find then place the tin over the 
hole and then pile dirt around on 
the edge of the tin so that the 
steam can not get out The sun 
shining against the tin will create 
heat under the tin which cannot 
escape and this temperature will 
sprout your seeds in just a few 
days. Four or five days is all the 
time you need to sprout your seeds 
After your seeds are sprouted it 


will be best to leave the tin off 
except on cold) days and cold 
nights, If you allow the tin to} 
remain over the plants too long 


the plants will be white and sick- 
ly, This plan has been thoroughly 
tested and it will work if properly 
used, 

Of course, the weather is warm} 
enough at the present time for 
your plants to live successfully if 
they are covered on cold nights, If 
you follow this plan earlier in the 
year or if it should happen that 
we have a freeze later on this year 
you can protect your plants with 
eut very much trouble or expense, 
I suggest that you get a quart 
bottle and fill it with kerosene and 
use an old piece of discarded rope 
for a wick. Dig a hole in the pit 


about 12 inches deep and put the 
bottle down in this hole, Light the 
wick and put your tin over the 


hole, leaving just a small opening 
at each end for the smoke to get 


out and the fresh air to get in, 
A quart bottle of kerosene fixed! 
in this way will burn about 24 


hours, and will protect your plants 
from the hardest freeze of the} 
year. I know one man who has 
watermelons, squash, okra, bunch 
butter beans and bunch snap beans 
planted in paper bags in a pit as 
above described, After frost is 
gone he will take his plants out 
into the garden and put each bag 
down without disturbing the plant 
roots. This man’s garden will be 
from two to four weeks earlier 
than yours, His family will be en- 
joying fresh vegetables at a time 
when you do not have any vege- 
tables, and he does this with al- 
most no labor or expense.

The month of March is the time 
for farmers to clean out their 
barns, Every bit of the fertilizer 
should be hauled out of your barn 
during this month. After your 
barn has been cleaned out you 
should begin growing your fertil- 
izer for another year. You would 
be surprised to know how much 
fertilizer you can grow in your 
barn if you will only try it. The 
same day that the last load of fer- 
tilizer has been hauled out is the 
proper time to bring in your first 
load of sawdust, straw or leaves 
for your next crop of fertilizer. 
There are hundreds of piles of saw 
dust in this section which have 
been left by sawmills and which 
are very valuable to farmers. Saw- 
dust is of no value as a fertilizer, 
but is the best filler obtainable in 
this section. The two-horse farm- 
er should bring in about two large 
loads of sawdust per month for a

Tt seems that the ladies in this 
section ave beginning to get inter 
ested in butter beans as 1 have 
been having a number of inquiries 


as to the variety, time of planting 
and method of cultivation, T have 
been observing for a number of 
years that most of our best farm- 


ers do not prow enough butter 
beans for their family's use. 1 
have made inquiry of those few 


people who do raise butter beans 
successfully and T find that their 
plans are very simple. We should 
plant our butter beans on soil that 
is deep, fertile and moist. Those 
who raise butter beans suceessfulry 


insist that they must be planted 
on dark nights. The best fertilizer 
for butter beans is cow lot fertil- 


izer with oak ashes and phosphate 
Cow lot fertilizer and oak ashes 
will do the job without the phos- 
phate if you do not feel like buy 
ing the phosphate, It seems to be 
the idea of those who grow butter 
beans successfully that a place 
must be prepared for the vines to 
run I know one lady who gath- 
ered a gallon of butter beans from 
one vine. She contended that this 
was possible simply because the 
vine was well fertilized and had 
sufficient frame to grow on, This 
one vine grew on a dead tree, The 
cultivation of butter beans is very 
important, You should stir the 
soil each week. It is best to break 
the ground with a long scooter un- 


til the vines have run about waist 
high but after that time the soil 
should not be broken more than 
two inches deep, Unless you stir 
the top soil each week you can 
not hope for the best results. TI} 
realize that it is trouble to stick 
butter beans but it is well worth 


the trouble if it is done correctly 
The best plan to stick butter beans 
is to put a piece of hig wire over 
each row, The rows should be 
five feet apart and the beans 
should be about one foot apart in 
the drill. An old piece of discard- 
ed wire fence is the very thing to 
use for beans to run on. I sug- 
gest that you have the bottom of 
the wire about three feet from the 
ground. Another plan is to go into 
the woods now and secure small 
tree tops, such as black gum or 
oak. You should select a tree with 
a bushy top, These tops should 
be about ten feet high and each 


one should be placed in a hole

To determine whether the dust 
has been an actual or a contribu- 
tory cause in the death of six per- 
sons near Springfield, Colo., during 
the storm period, prompted the 
Colorado board of health to send 
planes up to take cultures up to 
two-miles altitudes. Special germ 
culture plates were exposed in the 
dust-laden skies at various heights.
